Chamberlain to-day tbuk the oath of 
office M Gor«rnor, in the State House, 
b»for« Probate Judge Boon, the joint 
reiolntion > repealing 'the law that the 
eath •houid be taken before the Chief 
J»ti«e or Auoeiate Justice havinc 
pawed prtrioaaij. The iuaugumtiou 
*»• over before it .was known in the 
city, and only tbe parties admitted by 
the authorities witaess«a the oeremony. 
A«omp*ny of troops wan stationed in 
the lower corridor, and the constabulary 
gvuklod the entrance. 


Goferuor Chamberlain said ho ac- 


cepted the office to which by the ma- 
jority of the people be for the second 
time had been called upon to fill, with 
the knowledge of its grave responsibil- 
ity and difficulties. 
No consideration 


but duty compelled him to accept it. He 
segarded the present hour in South Car- 
olina as a crisis, at which no patriotic 
citizen should ("brink from any public- 
post to which he might be called. The 
present struggle is in defense of the 
lonndation of onr Gpvernmout and iu 
siitutionH. If we fail now, the Govern- 
ment of South Carolinn will no lou 
real on the eoaaenl of the governed, ex- 
pressed by the vote of a majority of the 
people. 
If onr opponents triumph, 


under whatever guise of legal forms, 
free government in the State is over- 
thrown. His chief cure will be tu con- 
tribute his ntmost effort to 
defend 


the right, guard the pence and pro- 
mote tbe welfare of all the people of 
the State. Only cowardice or treachery 
can rob the Republicans of victory. If 
the Republicans yield, we shall witness 
a cori.siimiUiou of & cruel conspiracy by 
the Democrats to overcome 
DT brnte- 


teroe, the political will of 20,000 lawful 
votes. He had mourned over the pre- 
vious public abnses. It is written in 
blood that no nation can safely rest on 
the enforced slavery or degradation of a 
race; yet, the American people aro to- 
day divided on the question of clisfran- 
euisemeat aud degradation of the same 
race it freed; and what Is more aston- 
ishing.

Jo shield from popular indignation one 
who has proved himself a disgrace to 
his rank and a traitor to his trusts. His 
conscience may make him tremble; but 
neither I, nor the men with whom I act, 
countenance the hand of the assassin.
